WO 9801831 describe a system for analysing the condition of a 
machine having a rotating shaft and a machine body with a 
measuring point, A sensor generates measurement data dependent 
on rotation of said shaft. An analysis apparatus analyses the 
condition of the machine on the basis of said measurement 
data- Data processing means process the condition data 
dependent on said measurement data and a plurality of 
condition monitoring functions is performed. 

JP 81238 68 describe a measurement instrument which is leased. 
A central calculating unit monitors and controls the use state 
and the operating condition of the leased measurement device 
through a communication channel. No logger for registering use 
exist in the instrument.
